WEIGH WITH THEIR EYES. 


Expert Dealer* In Live Stock Do Not 


Often Use Scale*. 


The dealers in live stock \v ho buy and 


sell tbe thousands of cattle, hogs aud 
sheep which are daily handled at the 
Bonrbon stockyards must be expert tn 
guessing tho weight of a live oiiimal at 
n glance. In conversation with a well 
Uuown stockman a few days ago he ex- 
plained why this Is necessary 


"It wonid bo impossible to weigh tfa< 


cattle in many cases because of the iii> 
menge labor involved and tho length of 
time it would take, while the market 
price, which is subject to constant fluc- 
tuations, might easily vary from its 
highest to its lowest limit while we 
were weighing the animals in one of 
anr big scales. For instance, today, 
which has been the biggest day of the 
fear thus far, there have been received at 
the Bourbon yards ovei 2,400 head of 
cattle and about 0,000 hoes. Suppose 
we had to drive all of those npon the 
scales to ascertain their weight? There 
are dozens of old stock men who can In- 
spect a herd of animals cud form an es- 
timate of their average weight which 
will be readily accepted by purchasers as 
the basis of a trade. 


"In a test case which was made some 


time since a man who hag had a life- 
long experience In buying and selling a 
herd of cattle, after inspecting a herd 
of 600 animals, guessed their average 
weight within one-third of a pound of 
the actual figure ascertained by weigh- 
ing the cattle individually.

EASTERN NEVADA. 


Tbe Live Stock and Mining Intere*t» of 


IClfco County. 


ELKO, Nov., January 22,1895. 


EDITOB JOURNAL:—The present Win- 


ter In Eastern Nevada has thus far 
been quite disagreeable with more or 
less cold with some rain and snow. 
The depth of snow has riot reached 
over from ntn« to ten inches along the 
Humboldt from the Wells to Palisade- 
In the neighboring valleys on either 
side of the river at a distance ot twenty 
to twenty-five miles very little snow 
has fallen, not more than from four to 
six inchw in many places. But on the 
Kuby, Goshute, Humboldt and other 
neighboring ranges large deposits of 
snow are piled up in these lofty moun- 
tains. 
The thermometer during the 


past two months has traveled around 
zero, first above and then below a few 


egrees, with one or two exceptions, 


when it was in the teens. 


STOCK. 


The Winter, taken as a whole, has 


been n. fair one, and all kinds of stock 
are in fine condition for this season of 
he year. The most of our sheep men 
lave driven their flocks southward in 
White Pine county to Long Valley, 
Deep Creek and other localities Nearly 
all ot our stockmen commerced to feed 
during Christmas week. Most of the 
'ceding is now done under cover as our 
stockmen have learned by past exper- 
_encethatit is better to house their 
stock more or less. 
The number of 


stock cattle that art. turned out upon 
the open range are growing less and less 
every Winter.
